City’s  Church  Ladies  for  Choice  had  been  selected  to  participate  in  die 
Queer  Space  Show,  they  were  made  happier  than  Lorena  Bobbitt  with  a 
band  new  Ginzu  (the  knife  that  never  needs  sharpening!).  And  just  as  the 
Sodomites  worked  round  the  clock,  night  and  day,  to  bequeath  to  this  world 
their  invention  of  sodomy,  so  have  we  been  ever  diligent  in  the  formulation 
of  our  AJtar.

Enclosed  is  a  basic  sketch  of  the  base  Altarpiece  to  be  built  by  Harmonie 
Moore  and  onto  which  the  other  Ladies  will  “decorate’ .  As  you  can  see,  it  is 
simply  an  upstanding  box  (to  support  a  central  text)  with  shelves  on  eidier 
side  so  as  to  hold  the  Ladie’s  various  “decoative”  inputs.  Again,  this  is  a 
structure  to  be  built  by  one  of  the  Ladies  and  overlayed  widi  meaning  by  die 
other  Ladies.  They  have  been  informed  diat  what  they  add  is  to  focus,  of 
course,  on  reproductive  freedoms. 

The  fragility  of  the  decorative  and  sacraficial  items  that  the  other  Ladies 
might  include  is  of  concern,  so  the  feeling  that  the  Alar  be  placed  out-of- 
doors,  exposed  to  the  elements,  may  not  be  the  best.  The  Ladies  are  open  to 
suggestions. 

For  placement,  the  Church  Ladies  would  appriciate  being  able  to  buttress 
dieir  Alar  up  against  a  large,  flat  wall  space  onto  which  diey  can  wheatpaste 
various  biblical  texts  with  accompanying  illustrations,  so  as  to  invite 
gallery  patrons,  with  the  ample  supply  of  cayons  provided  on  either  side  of 
the  altar,  to  color  and  recontextualize  to  their  spirit’s  content.  Also  on  die 
wall,  intermixed  with  the  bible  passages,  will  be  special  large  graphics  of  a 
ladie’s  handbag  with  the  text,  "God  Is  A  Lesbian,”  surrounding  it.  This 
will  go  part  and  parcel  with  the  Church  Ladies  for  Choice  s  summertime 
“God  Is  A  Lesbian”  campaign  (all  running  concurrently  with  Stonewall  25 
and  the  Gay  “and  Lesbian”  Games).  With  the  help  of  WHAM!  (Women’s 
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Health  Action  and  Mobilization)  volunteers,  we  plan  to  blanket  the  city  of 
New  York  with  large  photocopies  of  our  “God  Is  A  Lesbian”  handbag 
graphic  -  feverishly  wheatpasting  it  everywhere! 

With  your  help,  this  is  what  the  Ladies  hope  to  set  into  motion.  Given  more 
to  the  need  of  the  situation  (that  we  don’t  have  complete  repro  freedom  in 
this  country)  than  we  are  to  academics  or  theory,  we  hope  this  in  someway 
addresses  your  need  for  us  to  address  ‘space’.  Let  s  face  it  though,  we  re  drag 
queens,  and  our  vaguest  notion  of  space  is  that  that’s  what  high  heels  lift  you 
up  into.  Okay,  so  the  Church  Ladies  only  wear  sensible  shoes.  We  add  the 
required  extra  height  with  our  hats.  Hats  that  anyone  of  the  Ladies  might 
choose  to  use  as  her  personal  “decor”  on  the  Altar.  Okay,  identity  politics 
aren’t  space,  but . . . 

FEAR  NOT!  their  decorating  skills,  for  all  the  Ladies  are  at  their  best 
when  improvising.  It’s  what  we  live  for.  %
